1.  The  information  contained  in  this  report  was  obtained  from  Mr.  TIoboru 
ITO,  Chiaf  Of  the  Aviation  Administration  Section  and  Mr,  Toru  SAHARA,  Chief 

of  the  No,  2 Security  Section,  liAKITIMS  SAFSTlf  BOARD,  as  reported  to  them  by 
Jacanese  fishermen  off  the  HOtCKAlDO  Coast. 

2,  This  report  contains  information  on  three  luminous  sightings  cf 
’'nl<nown  origin. 

LUMUTOUS  SIGHT ING3  CF?  TK3  HOKKAIDO  COAST 
1,  On  8 March  1958  personnel  of  the  Air  Technical  Intelligence  Section, 
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6C04th  AI53,  visited  Roboru  ITO,  Chief  of  the  Aviation  Administration  Section 
-nd  Toru  SAHARA,  Chief  of  the  No,  2 Security  Section,  ?-!ARITIM3  SAHSTY  BOARD 
(iiSA)  for  ir*formation  on  an  alleged  e:^plosion  off  the  SIB3EIAN  coast  on  19 
Rebrnary  1958, 

2.  Recently,  three  unknown  luminous  sightings  were  made  off  the  coast 
of  HOKXAIDC  by  fishermen  and  reported  to  MSA.  MSA  has  recorded  those  inci- 
dents but  will  not  investigate  the  matter  further.  In  each  instance  ths 
sighting  waamade.at  night.  There  is  no  report  indicating  an  explosion  off 
the  coast  of  SI3SRIA  on  19  February  1958. 

3.  At  1330  hours  (J3T)  on  31  October  1957  fishermen  observed  a pillar 
of  flame  100  m high,  1500  a west  of  3MBSTSU  (4U3N/143 435 ) for  apprcxinately 
15  3ii:uit9^.  The  color  changed  frcn  red  to  blue  then  disappeared. 

^V^j^j^'At  2034  houi's  (JST)  on  1 March  195S  fishermen  observed  a luminous 

ccdy  that  disappeared  after  10  minutes  at  an  altitude  of  apuroximately  2,000  m 
in  the  direction  of  NOTSIT^TG  PCI?IT^4344N/145253)  on  ia^ASHIP.I  ISLA?n3«  Ths 
color  was  not  determined.  At  2103  hours  (JST)  on  the  same  day,  a I'umlnous 
body  was  observed  rising  gradually  for  about  20  minutes  then  disappearing  near 
lAPADMAYA  (0M?TERU5U)  (4345N/14526S) . The  color  was  not  certainly’ identified , 
:,ut.  was  not  red  or  green.

■ - ■ 5.  At  approximately  0959  hbiirs  (JST)  on  19  February  195S  an  wiknpwn___ 

phenomenaip  believed  to  have  been  an  explosion,  was  detected  at  4430N/13730S 
at  a D3  radar -site  in  JAPAN,  The  phenomena  lasted  approximately  two  hours. 

This  office  checked  with  the  Meteorological  Agency  for  barometric  or  seismic 
data  on  the  premise  that  an  explosion  was  detor^ited.  It  was  learned  that 
there  ware  no  barometric  or  seismic  changes  indicative  of  an  explosion  at  the 
above  time.  Negative  information  was  also  obtained  from  the  Maritime  and 
Air  'Staff  Offices  of  the  Defense  Agency, 

6.  -Officials  of  the  Meteorological  Agency  stated  that  any  barometric 
change  would  be  detected  at  'iJeather  stations  in  JAPAN,  The  seismic  detection^ 
of  a nuclear  explosion  at  the  MATSUSHIP.O  SBI3MCL0GICAL  GB3ERYAT0RY  is  belie'ved 
to  ba'/e  been  Instigated  from  this  search.
